Field of the Invention and Related Art 

The present invention relates to an adhesive 
composition considerably reduced in residual stress, and 
to the utilization of this composition. More 
particularly, it relates to; an adhesive composition that 
can be used to bond two or more kinds of members which 
maintain high airtightness and are very different from 
each other in terms of their thermal coefficient of 
expansion, a composite member comprising members bonded 
using the adhesive composition, and a method for producing 
the composite member using the adhesive composition. 

In the case of bonding of different kinds of 
members, especially when one of the members is easily 
damaged by thermal stress, cracks occur at and around the 
bonded interface during the bonding operation, 
particularly during the cooling operation after bonding at 
high temperatures, and the desired bond strength cannot be 
maintained. Therefore, the resulting composite member. 
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
